Last week the Harrison Stock Farms of Woodland, California, 
made, probably, one of the most valuable shipments of live stock 
made in recent years from California to the Hawaiian Islands. 
The shipment consisted of fourteen pure bred Aberdeen-Angus cat- 
tle, and eighteen head of pure bred Duroc Jersey hogs. Nine heif- 
ers and a bull were shipped to the Kamehameha Schools in Hono- 
lulu, along with sixteen head of sows and two boars. This ship- 
ment to the Kamehameha Schools was specially selected as a foun- 
dation for the herd at this school. The school is a very richly en- 
dowed school in Honolulu, and Agriculture is an important part 
of their educational work. The 
school authorities spent some time 
debating which breed of cattle to 
establish at their school. After 
careful consideration and careful 
studying of the merits of the dif- 
ferent breeds, they decided on the 
Aberdeen-Angus breed, and their 
desire was to buy the finest foun- 
dation they could buy in the United 
States.

“reasons” and lined the gilts up it developed that we had “over- 
stayed” our hand for we only had the last one placed correctly. 
This program was intended to bring home to the farmers and 
students present the difference between good animals and those of 
lesser perfection and while every man in the audience failed to 
agree the program nevertheless proved decidedly educational and 
enlightening. It would have been well had several hundred other 
farmers been present to gain the benefits of the comparisons, etc. 
This program ended at 9:50 and was followed immediately by a 
discussion entitled “Profitable Pointers on Fattening Beef Cattle,” 
which was led by Prof. John M. Evvard, a nationally known author- 
ity on feeding problems with all kinds of live stock. He gave a 
long list of figures showing the comparaiive observations made in 
the feed lots at Ames. Many different combinations of feeds were 
checked and results compared. One of the important facts brought 
out was that timothy hay has practically no value as a fattener. 
Circulars and bulletins giving all this data are available by apply- 


. ing to Prof. Evvard. 


At eleven o’clock the various state breeders associations met 


beef cattle and thus 
bring back the fertility of their land. A recent letter had disclosed 
the fact that an Arkansas breeder who has quite a good sized herd 
found himself this spring unable to meet the demands made on him 
for breeding cattle. Like reports were coming from various sources 
and the Eastern States are taking on new life at a rapid rate. The 
range bull demand exceeds the supply and these gentlemen are 
looking for more quality than heretofore. 

The Secretary also called attention to the increased number of 
carlot buyers for cows and heifers and the difficulty with which 
they were being confronted in finding what they wanted. The 
steer values during the last year have made bull values better and 
increased the demand in that direction too. Another thing he had 
noticed in the demand for carlot feeders was that invariably the 
buyers are asking for pure bred cattle. All these things in the 
mind of the secretary denote a decidedly heathly condition through- 
out the country. Cows and heifers should sell well this spring as 
there is no over supply on hand and what few are exposed should 
find a ready market at considerably advanced figures. So it would

Folks have 
been wondering what they would do with their surplus cattle should 
they venture in and have any success with production. That thing 
has been a big stumbling block in the face of many who would like 
to have come into the Doddie family because in spite of all hind- 
rances they just could not help but admire the sleek coated Blacks. 
No man need worry about having to hold his cattle for lack of de- 
mand if he will start with the right kind of individuals. What he 
needs is a bunch of breeding cows that have descended through a 
line of outstanding breeding bulls. Cows and heifers with type and 
character, lowsetness and plenty of width and depth of body. The 
demand for calves for Club Work today far exceeds the supply of 
Aberdeen-Angus calves. Many inferior calves are fed merely be- 
cause they are Black. That is a situation that should not exist. 
No calf is too good to be fed out for Club competition. If some 
way can be worked out whereby those desiring outstanding Aber- 
deen-Angus calves could be supplied the Journal is certain that the 
demand would likewise increase still further. Dr. W. B. Lutes, sec- 
retary of the new Mountain States Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ As- 
sociation in a recent letter says: “We are having constant re- 
quests for Club calves and yearling bulls and there is no supply 
available.” When the demand forces expansion in breeding activ- 
ities the Journal is of the opinion that there is nothing the matter 
with the breeding business—such a situation reveals a most healthy 
condition of affairs. The Doctor suggests that there is lots of 
room out his way for the energetic wide awake young fellow to 
build a real cattle business.

PROSPERITY PROMISED WESTERN CATTLEMEN 
FOR NEXT FIVE YEARS AT LEAST. 

While visiting the Denver National Live Stock Show the writ 
er was decidedly impressed with the marked contrast in interest 


and amount of space devoted to the show and the live stock busi- | 


ness generally by the Denver dailies as compared with the big 
dailies in the central and eastern portions of the United States. In 
one of its leading articles devoted to the show the Post said in 
part: “Prosperity is ahead for the Western cattle breeder during 
the next five years. Colorado stockmen, who raise the highest per- 
centage of pure bred cattle of any state in the Union, are due for 
a substantial share of the profits. That was the concensus among 
prominent cattle buyers, Midwest stock yards officials, bankers 
and cattle breeders from the corn belt and plain states who throng- 
ed Denver for the 21st annual National Western Stock Show.’ 
A. J. Maurer of Kansas City, for 40 years buyer for the big pack- 
ers and a cattle raiser with ranches in Colorado, Texas, Kansas 
and Missouri declared that a great shortage of breeding stock ex- 
ists throughout the entire West. : 

“This shortage of breeders, coupled with the ever increasing 
demand for baby beef, means the rancher who can raise high-class 
breeding stock is going to have mighty fine sailing for some years 
to come, provided he doesn’t have to pay out all his profits to meet 
interest on mortgages and taxes” said Maurer and he stated to 
that for the first time since the war there is no surplus of agel 
steers. Eighty-five per cent of the demand for beef cattle today 
is for 800 to 1000 pound animals, which means that it will takea 
quicker turnover and more breeding cattle to meet the demant. 
General Manager W. H. Weeks of the American Royal Live Stock 
Show at Kansas City also stated that the demand for Colorado cat- 
tle is growing rapidly in that market place. : 

This same shortage of breeding cows is keenly felt in evety 
section of the country and that is the very reason that so malty 
men are today seeking Aberdeen-Angus foundation material for 
breeding herds. The quick maturity of the Blacks and their abil) 
to outdress all other breeds has found for them a warm spot int 
markets and this frequent topping of the markets is attracting ™ 
little attention to the breed.

Central markets. Show ring winnings are 
given considerable publicity but achieve- 
ments on the Central markets are fre- 
quently overlooked. During the season of 
1926 the Aberdeen-Angus shared the honor 
of topping the Chicago market with anoth- 
er breed. This record was made by Bur- 
gett & Elliott of Deep River, lowa, when 
they marketed a carload of 961 pound Ab- 
erdeen-Angus steers on December 15th that 
sold for $14.35 per ewt. This was the high- 
est price paid for cattle sold on the market 
in 1926 not including the International show 
e. 

i new high record on heavy cattle for 
1927 was made on the Chicago market on 
February 3rd when Frank McGee, of Han- 
cock County, Illinois, marketed a load of 
1491 pounds choice Aberdeen-Angus steers 
at $13.00 per ewt. This price was not only 
a new high record on heavy cattle for 1927 
put the highest price for heavy cattle since 
December 1925. They exceeded by $1.00 
per cwt. the peak price for heavy cattle in 
1926. These records show clearly that Ab- 
erdeen-Angus cattle that come on the mar- 
ket in prime condition will always find an 
outlet at the top market price because the 
packers know the kind of carcass that is 
secured from a good Aberdeen-Angus bul- 
lock. The only complaint that we hear 
about Aberdeen-Angus cattle is that there 
are not enough Aberdeen-Angus coming on 
the market.

“We are now entering into the last lap 
of our winter in excellent shape. Our cat- 
tle so far have all wintered well and we 
have an abundance of good alfalfa hay and 
corn silage on hand to carry them until the 
pastures are green. We are especially elat- 
ed over the way that our calves by our 
Blackcap Revolution bulls are developing 
out. The oldest of them are now a year 
old and are undoubtedly the finest lot that 
the farm has ever produced. Among these 
are several outstanding yearlings by Glen- 
carnock Revolution. In Glencarnock Revo- 
lution, we have the concentration of the 
blood of Earl Marshall. His dam, Pride 
Perfection 8th, was a splendid show cow by 
Earl Marshall and his sire was the famous 
Chicago grand champion bull, Blackcap 
Revolution by Earl Marshall. Glencarnock 
Revolution 6th can also lay claim to his 
share of the top calves. He is the son of 
Blackeap Revolution that was grand cham- 
pion bull at Minnesota as a senior calf and 
won his class at Chicago the same year. He 
repeated at Chicago the following year by 
winning as a senior yearling. The dam of 
Glencarnock Revolution 6th is a full sister 
to our Chicago champion heifer, Ensign’s 
Eline of Page. 

“Inquiries for bulls and females have 
been very satisfying. This is all quite en- 
couraging, coming as it does after a year 


of comparatively light crops. The farmers 
in this section of the Northwest are stead- 
ily readjusting their farming operations in 
order to meet the change in conditions. 
They are endeavoring to solve their own 
problems and are not depending on the men 
that they are sending to Washington to do 
it for them. 

“The dairy cow has been a great asset to 
these farmers but now many are realizing 
that just as good or better incomes can be 
made with beef cattle with less work and a 
smaller outlay for equipment and are now 
starting to use beef bulls in their herds. We 
have had an example of this here in our im- 
mediate neighborhood. Several years ago 
we sold a couple of Aberdeen-Angus bulls 
to a neighbor of ours to use on his grade 
cows. The first crop of calves from these 
bulls, he marketed at St. Paul last June as 
baby beef and received a premium of fifty 
cents a hundred over the top of that day’s 
market without a cut. They were a great 
bunch of calves and received a lot of favor- 
able comment. 

“Being short of feed, he sold the next 
crop of calves in the fall, right off of their 
mothers for $40 a head, a buyer from Mis- 
souri taking the whole lot. This man’s ex- 
perience with beef cattle got a number of 
his neighbors interested with the result that 
three of them have now started a beef herd 
and at least three more have signified their 
intentions of starting as soon as they can 
sell their milk cows. These men all live 
within a radius of a few miles of Page. The 
most encouraging part of it is that they 
favor the Aberdeen-Angus breed. From the 
letters that we are receiving, this transi- 
tion is taking place in many parts of the 
Northwest.”

The Better Beef Campaign and What It 
Means to the American Housewife. 


s not until April, 1926, that a cam- 

Bid A better beef was started. This im- 
portant food has been struggling alone all 
these years. There has been little, or no 
cooperation, among the producers of beef 
such as is found among the fruit growers, 
the fish industries, the coffee importers, the 
sugar manufacturers, and numerous others 
whose products were of no more importance 
to the great American public than beef. 
However beef, good corn fed beef, which 
has no rival in palatability and high nutri- 
tive value is fast coming to its rightful 

lace. 

Although this campaign was started but 
ten months ago it has made rapid strides in 
establishing an interest and in grading beef. 
Like every adventure for betterment it has 
met with some opposition. The leading ar- 
gument against the campaign for better 
beef being the cost of maintaining this sys- 
tem for the grading of meat. It would be 
necessary to employ many people, and 
would be an added expense to the govern- 
ment. Recently Secretary Jardine, of the 
United States Department of Agriculture, 
established the Federal Grading of Beef, by 
this grading a buyer may know whether or 
not he is getting Government prime, Gov- 
ernment choice, or just beef. There will be 
very little prime beef sold in our markets. 
This grade will include beef fed principally 
for show purpose and sold to eastern buy- 
ers so very little prime beef will reach the 
kitchen of the middle-west. Choice beef 
will be corn fed beef with marbling and will 
come from grade one steer carcasses. It is 
expected that shortly the grading will ex- 
tend to United States standard, United 
States medium, and the ungraded bearing 
the Government stamp, this will signify 
that the meat is wholesome but the quality 
is not so good, and will be priced according- 
ly. The hotels, dining cars and clubs are 
affected by this and a number of these are 
already serving Blue Ribbon Beef, but as 
the number of people who patronize these 
is comparatively small with the people who 
eat at home this grading of beef affects 
primarily the American housewife. 

For years we have heard amusing inci- 
dents of the woman buyer in the meat shop, 
and not without reason. The majority of 
women would rather buy any food than 
meat. Quality was unknown. The buyer 
was at the mercy of the retailer and five 
times out of ten he knew no more regard- 
ing good meat than they. Lack of knowl- 
edge was not altogether the fault of the 
housewife. The average woman of today 
reads intelligently and widely. Meat has 
not been so well advertised as other foods 
in the past. The National Live Stock and 
Meat Board has done much in recent years 
and this material which is very complete 
and gives the reader a thorough under- 
standing of the subject will continue to do 
much for the consumption of meat. Fruit 
growers, and others have long since realized 
the value of advertising. In our daily pa- 
pers at the present time the Fruit Growers 
of California are spending thousands of dol- 
lars In the advertising of prunes, contests 
are being conducted, novel new ways of use 
are Introduced that will attract the atten- 
tion of the buyer, and this method is per- 
fectly legitimate. Any commodity, that is 
worthy and cleverly advertised, attracts the 


attention of the buyer and commands the 
quick sale. In buying clothing, hardware 
and groceries we often find ourselves ask- 
ing for the brand we have seen advertised 
in a favorite reliable magazine. 

There is no substitute for meat. Meat 
contains proteins which are indispensable to 
life and growth. The proteins found in meat 
are of a higher grade than vegetable pro- 
teins. They resemble the proteins of the 
human body and are necessary in building 
and repairing the cells and tissues of the 
body. Then meat in the form of fat furn- 
ishes heat and energy. Lack of fat in the 
diet increases susceptibility to disease, 
especially tuberculosis. Meat furnishes val- 
uable mineral salts and vitamines A and B. 

Public sentiment in regard to economy, 
following the war and deflation in prices, 
have made economy in food as well as other 
commodities necessary, and meat seems to 
have come in for more than its share of 
economical substitutes. Magazines and 
Woman’s club programs have been full of 
ideas of dishes to be used in place of meat, 
even doctors advocated less meat eating. 
After several years of experimenting we 
have found that there is no_ substitute. 
These lessons came in different ways. One 
woman of my acquaintance, who is an ex- 
cellent cook experimented with these dishes, 
until her family rebelled and said if she did 
not discontinue serving macaroni hash, and 
peanut loaf they would take their meals 
where they could get some honest to good- 
ness beef. She later confessed that the ex- 
pense of a so-called finished meat substi- 
tute that was really tempting was often in 
excess of a meat meal. This may be one 
reason why dairy men have prospered at 
the expense of the beef producer. 

The grading of beef will be of much as- 
sistance to the American Housewife. In 
buying she will know she is not getting a 
choice corn-fed roast from a reactor cow 
and paying the same price for both. She 
can cook and serve better beef more econ- 
omically for this knowledge. There is a dif- 
ference in cooking and a vast difference in 
taste of beef which shows marbling running 
throughout and a thick coating of fat and 
beef with scarcely a rim of fat on the out- 
side and yet many butchers tell us that kind 
of beef is often preferred, with no differ- 
ence in price. So the problem now seems to 
be in educating the public to buy more in- 
telligently. I am not advocating feeding 
choice beef to silo-fillers but a policy that 
will tell the public what they are buying. 
And yet, why not use the best beef? Meat 
is the center of the menu of any meal. We 
do not hesitate to buy the best coffee, cane 
sugar instead of corn sugar, the best flour. 
Why economize in beef? 

This grading of beef will be an encour- 
agement to the producer of good beef, who 
has had good reason to become discouraged 
these past years. There has been so little 
difference in the price of good beef and 
other grades when marketed, that in locali- 
ties where fifteen years ago unlimited num- 
bers of farms in the middle-west were 
equipped with sheds and yards for feeding 
hundreds of cattle. These yards are now 
plowed up and with the exception of a small 
hog and horse pasture every acre of the 
farm is in grain. 

Much credit for the success of Federal 
Grading is due to the group of men, repre- 
senting the three beef breeds who met in 
Chicago in April. There the National Bet- 
ter Beef Association was organized. It is 


indeed fitting that the president of this 
group should be a representative of the Su- 
preme Beef Breed, the Aberdeen-Angus, 
Mr. Oakleigh Thorne of the Briarcliff

who has been waiting to buy seed stock 
should wait. His move is to get in action 
or suffer the advance in prices. 

Senate file No. 67, a bill now pending and 
having to do with the selling of oleomar- 
gerine in Iowa was reported to the meeting. 
It being considered sufficiently drastic to 
interfere with the sale of the product to 
such an extent as to affect the market price 
of beef cattle for slaughter so the meeting 
went on record by motion as opposed to its 
adoption. 

Following this motion the meeting was 
adjourned for lunch. 

At 1:10 Maj. E. N. Wentworth addressed 
a large assemblage at the Ag assembly on 
the subject of “Marketing Beef Cattle and 
Market Demands.” Maj. Wentworth said 
that up to 175 years ago the cattle industry 
had varied but little. In 1750 the pressure 
on agriculture was sufficient to cause a 
turning from the slow moving ox to the 
faster motive power supplied by the horse, 
then it was that Robt. Bakewell began to 
improve his cattle by selection for beef, and 
the Durham Ox resulted with a weight of 
3400 pounds, then the White heifer that 
travelled was another advanced move, this 
time toward fattening qualities. So after 
all the first real step forward tended to- 
ward improvement along the lines of fat- 
tening powers, next attention was given to 
quality. This feature was steadily improv- 
ed over a great period of years when the 
matter of early maturity became a neces- 
sity, this move was followed closely by the 
fourth factor, demand. These being the 
four prime steps down to date. 

The demand today is mostly for steers 
ranging from 900 to 1100 pounds. Heifers 
up to 700 pounds also find a ready market 
as they kill out more nearly on a par with 
the bullocks at that age. 

Looking into the future Maj. Wentworth 
announced first that he was no prophet and 
did not wish to be understood as such, but 
nevertheless he gave it as his opinion that 
the next three to five years should see very 
good cattle prices. The prospects for grow- 
ers of feeder steers are very good. These 
prices however would be influenced more or 
less by the relation of cattle prices to corn 
prices and some other things conducive to 
profitable feeding. He estimated that an 
increase of 2 cents per pound in the import 
tariff would enhance the price of beef from 
$1.00 to $3.00 per head, a margin that would 
mark the difference between success and 
failure for many of the large operators. 

In closing this speaker expressed the be- 
lief that cattle operators could profitably 
expand their business for the next few 
years at least. 

At 2:10 Secretary Tomhave entertained a 
vast audience at the meat laboratory where 
he gave a lecture on quality meet, discuss- 
ing the better beef project that is now be- 
ing so urgently brought forward in behalf 
of the production of better beef and its 
marketing. There were at his disposal three 
carcasses, of various quality. There were 
used in the way of comparison to show what 
constituted the top grades and why others 
were not so good. He also had been favo1- 
ed with one of the new government marking 
machines with which he demonstrated how 
it is proposed that the carcasses be marked 
so the purchaser would make no mistake 
in securing what he was calling for. This 
was a very instructive lecture and it was 
greatly appreciated by the big audience. 

At 3:10 Rex Beresford discussed the exten- 
tion program now under way and explained 
about the carlot feeding contest that will be 
conducted this year.

There was somewhat of a battle in the in- 
dividual fat steer classes, however the Har- 
rison Stock Farms did very well when they 
gathered in the reserve championship for 
single fat bullocks with their pure bred Ab- 
erdeen-Angus steer. Messrs. Harris & Son, 
also captured first in the two year old class. 

The carlot section of the show contained 
twenty-five carloads and they were any- 
thing but Black. Only two loads of Aber- 
deen-Angus were in the competitions and 
it was up to them to do the thing up in such 
style as only a top load of Doddies can do it. 
When the judges had finished their work it 
was found that the purple hung on the two 
Black loads. The grand championship over 
all breeds had been won by the outstanding 
load of two year olds shown by the Harri- 
son Stock Farms of California, and the re- 
serve honors had fallen to the fine load of 
yearlings shown by J. A. Harris & Son, of 
Idaho. The showing of these two loads of 
fat cattle created quite a sensation in the 
Ogden Yards and did a lot to bring the 
breed prominently before the people of that 
territory. 

It was the first time that a prime load of 

Aberdeen-Angus steers had ever been ex- 
hibited in this territory or at this show and 
the comments on them were most favorable. 
At the auction sale of the fat live stock 
held at the end of the week the Harrison 
Stock Farms grand champion carload sold 
at $18.00 per hundredweight. This was the 
highest price ever paid in Ogden for a car- 
load of cattle. The grand champions weigh- 
ed 1140 pounds each when sold, netting an 
average of $205.20 each. They were highly 
fitted cattle that dressed out a very high 
percentage when killed. The load was pur- 
chased by Mr. J. H. Lesser, of the Wash- 
ington Market, Oakland, California, and 
was to be sold to the people of the Bay 
Cities along about the first of February.
